sUte department in ajoaeo^on with 
wlMt he termed the recent "exposure 
of the attitude of Great Bfitnin" to- 
wnrd the United States. 

ifr. Wheeler cx«orl«4ed what be 
termed the modern disposition toward 
"Buropean flunkeyism." Until 1896, 
be Mid. all Amerlaur had glorified in 
the splemlid isolation of tho republic 
aoid its determination to bold aloof 
frem forei^ entangHng alliances. 
Leee than five years ago. he declared, 
•** president, eggfed on by the pitiable 
flunkey In the state department," had 
Htreftched his arms acroas the seas in 
adulation to the people of Oreat BHt- 
ala, and today the government was 
bngging to its bosom a nation that 
♦<ince the liaUIe of Yorktown had sys- 
tematically and persistently plotted 
' our downfall. He eneered at the 
"sboulder-strapped gold-laced flunk- 
eys" who were to be despatched 
>icro«»F the Atlaniic to bend the kiu'c 
uBd kiss the liand of the English king 
whose government, be declared, had 
attempted to form a coalition of Eu- 
rsfiean Kovernments to thwart us 
wlill«> we were se^tklng to strike the 
«hackles from Cuba. Honest, straight- 
forward American diplomacy, be de- 
clared, had given way to Buropean di- 
Homacy. He said he respected the 
present 0(< iipant of the White House. 
He wad, he said, too straightforward 
for many of his party otrtleagues. 
slig:htly Quixotic, perhaps, and hasty 
tempered, but honest and brave 
«»nouKh, he thought, to "Ixxit that man 
In the state department who had 
brought us to this humiliating posi- 
tion." Turning to England's war in 
Booth Africa, be denounced her tyran- 
ny and the part we had in It in allow- 
Jag war mateiial to be shipped from 
o«r shores, if half that was aald of 
"tWs man Pauncefote" was true, he 
ileelared. be ou^t to be ahipped 
across the water, and "the sooner the 
better." 

Referring to the report that a mem- 
ber of the president's family was to 
attend ttie coronation, Mr Wheeler 
•aid It was perhaps iinlji>< (lining to al- 
Ivde to It. Nevertheless, h« said, be 
CMsidered it ' most unfortunate and 
iM^«cedented and to be lamented by 
every llberty-Iovlng American." It 
wafl but one more link In the vhain. 
Mt. Wheeler thei^ turned to the pros- 
veeUTO Tialt of i>rinoe Henry: With 
A gesture . of ooatempt he declared 
4|M the "Bdropeon manla<cs were 
flailing over each other' to s«e the 
'IHAle Dutchman.' " There were a 
HKWsand Americans tollowlnc the 
9I0W, be said, "wfao were as honest 
aod «• noble as be." Why, he asked, 
"Bbould the Am<Tlcan people give 
heed to this ftuenkeyism of the pres- 
ent administration. We should treat 
oor vleilors politely, but w4ty tell 
down and worship them?" 

Questioned by Qrosvenor. 

The whole house was aroused by 
Mr. WbeelerVi Clippie. Several Umes 
1*» Democratlo side burst into ap- 
Itenee. As be was concluding Mr. 
Groevenor (O.) asked if Mr. Wheeler 
had been living at the time of the 
TMt of Lafayette, as the repreeonta- 
tlTO of the king of France, whether 
bo -would have opposed the reception 
aoeorded the Frendunan by Wiaahlns- 
tea. 

"I shOQid have been proud to re- 
ceive the Marquis De I.«fayette,'.' re- 
plied Mr. Wheeler. "He helped to 
f^t for our Ubertjr." (Demecratle ai^ 

Mr. GU^i^ttS^'^Ied attenUon to 
tfce fact that President Duchanan, a 
Democrat, had received the Prince of 
Wiales. 

*'Tbat was a different thing," re- 
torted Mr. MHieelfr, i^mld Repablttsan 
Jeers. "He came In an ofllclal oftpac- 
itf as the heir to the throne." 

This statement Mr. Qrosvenor de- 
nied, declaring that the prince came 
laeognlto and was received and en- 
tertained at the White House by a 
Democratic preeident. 

"If the gentleman is correct," an- 
nounced Mr. Wheeler, "then I con- 
demn the action of' President Bu- 



ment No man in recent years bad 
reflected sacb cfedlt upon our dlplo- 
maUc affairs as be. He referred es 
peclally to the Chinese crisis and i^aii' 
bis acts throughout that time had won 
the comnK>ndation of the world. Mr. 
Boutell said he couM nbt sit silent 
while sacb an attack was ttade upon 
a man who bad ebed lustor on our 
diplomacy. 

Later in the day Mr. Grosvonor re- 
plied at some length to the speech 
made by Mr. Wheeler earlier In the 
day, severely critic.isinK the Keu' 
tacky member for wliat he termed the 
latter's "inopportune speech." He 
said thia speech would be read at 
Kiel tomorrow morning on the eve of 
Prince Henry's departure as the 
sage of the American people. 

QDIET B IGH8. 

List of Dead and Wounded I 
Kentucky Fight. 
Middlesboro, ^y., Feb. 14.— Quiet 
has been restored in the neighbor- 
hood of Lee Tamer's -Quarter 
House," three and a half miles from 
this city, where the fight occurred 
Wedne.sdwiy botw. 'n the Middlesboro 
oflif ers and Turner's mountaineers, 
the ruins of the burned saloon and 
the stockade which surrounded it be- 
ing the only reminders of the con- 
flict which cauBfd the d'>nth of f!v 
and probably six men and the wound- 
ing of three others. According to the 
laatest reports the list of the dead 
comprises Charles Cecil, deputy sh t- 
IfT; Frank Johnson; Mike \V<kh 
Jeff Prader and Perry Watson of 
Turner's forces'. The wounded are 
Jobn Doyle, deputy sheriff, probably 
fatelly; Leon Hopper and John H. 
.lohnsen, mountaineers, members of 
Turner's band. Tom Russell, a Tur 
ner man, 1« missing. 

No attempt has been made to cap- 
ture Lee Turner. He Is at Haneraft, 
Tenn. Ftirruundej by his friend.s, 
and It is believed that a demand foi 
his surrender would result In another 
desperate battle. 

The posse which made the attack 
on "Quarter House " Wednesday even- 
ing has disbanded. 

Lee Turner left for Jacksboro, Tenn., 
40 mlleti from Middlesboro, to see 
about a l«w suit in which he is inte; 
esttd. Travel was resumed In-twwn 
here and Mingo mines, passing the 
ruins of the "Quarter House." and all 
mountaineers who stood guard have 
vanished Into the mountains. John 
Johnson was f<MiiKl m ar the ','Qoarter 
Houst" mortally wouiuUd.

The trust company el:iime<l 
that they were not within the Jurisdic- 
tion of the Summit county tribunal 
and any such authorization to reeov 
er upon tJieir stock wae not binding 
upon them. Justice Laoombe sustain 
ed the latter's contentions and Judg- 
ment was antsiwd In tbe trust com- 
panjr's favor.

Renegade Killed. 

Manilla, Feb. 14.— The Panay 
scouts under command of Captain 
Walker, in an engagement in the 
island of aamar. recently captured 
seven rifles and numerous bolos. kill 
ed a number of Filipinos and also 
killed the officer in COmmaml, who 
was a notorious renegade named Win- 
frey, a dewrter from tbe Foity-thlrd 
regiment, whom the Amwican troope 
had for months been endeayoring to 
rapture. A man named Ixing, who de- 
serted with Winfrey, is still operating 
wltb tbe FUlpiBoa.

Attoona. Pa., Feb it— Three men 
killed, four probably fatally and two 
seriously injured, one freight train a 
complete wreck, and another nearly 
so are the results of an accident Fri- 
day morning on the Pennsylvania 
railroad on the steep grade a few 
miles above the Horseshoe curve. 
The list of victims fOUows: 

The dead: A. S. Grove, conductor 
of the forward train; U. B. Westner. 
brakeman of the forward train; T. 
W. Cooney, brakeman of tbe forward 
train. 

Probably fatally injured: M \V. 
Hartman. flagman of the forward 
train; B. W. Klnkaid, engineer of the 
forward train; J. W, Fluke, engineei 
of the rear train; Simon Frederick 
brakeman of the rear train. 

Seriously Injuretl: The firemen »f 
both engine.^, names unknown. 

Control of the second section of an 
eastbound freight train was lost soon 
after emerging from Oallitzin tunnel, 
and two miles west of Allegrlppus. it 
crashed into the rpar of the first sec- 
tion. Ten cars, tbe osiboose and two 
engines were completely wrecked. 

Grove Westner and Coont y w rn 
in the caboose of the forward train. 
Their bodies were torn to pieces. 
Hartman was standing on the front 
platform of the caboose and the shock 
threw him far down over the moun 
tain side. Engineer Fluke and his 
fireman jumped when they saw the 
train ahead of them. Fluke was 
found unconscious BO feet away from 
the track. 

All the injured men were taken to 
the Altoona hospital where it was 
said Fluke was dying and that there 
was little hope for tbe recovery of 
Hartman, Kinkald and Frederic k. 

The homes of the dead and injured 
were in Altoona « 

Crashed Into s Rock. 

Little Rock, Feb. 14.— A report 
rea< hed here that seven men were 
killed and 15 injured In a wreck of a 
work train on tbe Choctaw railroad 
near Little Maumelle. A rock weigh 
Ing 16 tons bad rolled across the 
track and the train crashed into it. 

The Heathen Chinee. 
Port Townsend, Wash.. Feb. IL— 
The smuggling of Chinese from Brit- 
ish Columbia continues, and a num- 
ber have been recently landed on the 
numerous islands between here am! 
the British po.ssesslons. The approach 
of the flshinB season has caused a 
revival of Chinese smuggling. Ac- 
cording to reports received here they 
are being brought over in sloops, sail 
ing from the British side at night, and 
if the sloops fail to reach their disti- 
nation before daylight they run into 
some cove, where they remain until 
darkness, when they continue to their 
destination.

Columbus, O., Feb. 14.— Tbe Friday 
session of tbe house of representa- 
tives wae a steady grind which rt^ 
suited in the passage of a few bills 
and the Introduction of several bills. 
Two of tbe Ijlils iutioJueed wer>^ 
"whoppers." Que was the big Demo- 
cratic taxation bill, enlarging the 
scope and usefulness of the Nichols 
law, and the other disposing of prop- 
erty which has cost tbe state some- 
thing like forty million dollars. aU 
told. 

The Sheets bill was inlioduced by 
Representative Painter of Wood coun- 
ty and provides for tbe abandonment 
of all tbe canal property of the state. 

Whether or not the bill will become a 
aw remains to he seen, but it is cer- 
tain that the canals uf the state i\v<i 
in more danger now than tbey hav« 
ever been before. 

Briefly stated, the bill introduced 
by Mr. I'iiin'er pro\id'es that the wa"- 
er be turned out of the cauals except 
where It is absolutely needed by 
cities for water works purposes, and 
the land sold to the railroads, steam 
01 eleeiiie, which will pay tli'/ hig^ 
est rental, 'i he laud is to lie apprais- 
ed every 10 years and must net th>) 
state at least five per cent of this ap- 
praised value. 

The reservdiia are to he drained 
wiih the same ex.epiions noted for 
(Ify water supplies. The land Is to 
lie divided Into 80 acre tracts and 
sold, but not all at one time. They 
are to be ai)praised and di'-pused of 
(itber at the appraistd value or ai 
public auction. 

Bills were passed In the house Sii 
follows: To make a deputy oOroner 
for Ilaniilion county and increase th.^ 
salaries of the present office force of 
the coroner in that county; to author- 
ize ( ounty prosecuting attorneys to 
bring action whenever they find that 
county laud is being used iu viola- 
tion of any contract or whenever they 
find that there is money due the 
county. 

In the Senate. 

Another taxation measme was in- 
tro<luced iu the senate at its .si ssion 
Friday morning. It Is fathertd b/ 
Senator W. E. Docker, Paulding coua- 
ty. and extends the Nichols excise tax 
law to all public corporalion.-. thti 
law now only applying to telegraph, 
telephone and sle'^plng car companies. 
Tbe Decker bill also raacbes out and 
takes In partnerships so that there 
can t)e lu) ( \asion of the law by stock 
companies. The hill applies to right* 
of way and these are im ludcd In per- 
sonal property. The state auditor, 
treasurer and attorney general are 
cons.ituted a board of sppralsers and 
assessors. 

Senator Harrison of Darke county, 
introduced a bill In tbe senate giving 
people living on a township road the 
same rights in th^- niatti-i- of road im- 
now enjoyed liv- 



ing on county roads, where the cost 
of tbe Improvemeut dues not exceed 
six mills.

After adopting a c(juple of re^olu- 
tiirn pnivlding for the printinii uf ex- 
tra bills, the senate adjuurucd till 
Monday at 4 :30 p. m.

of the matter.

"In your laet issue you voice an aph- 
orism that runs through the language 
of avary frait-raiaing people, in connect- 
ing graat sleets and great fruit crops as a 
aeqaanoe. The philoaopby of that ae- 
tjueuce is hardly considered in this cur- 
rent folk lore, only tha troth that years 
of great sleet are apt to be followed by 
great fruit crops. But the reason why 
this u so is patent to every student of 
vegetable physiology. To fndace fruit- 
ful nees in trees not disposed to bear is 
accomplished with certninty in one of 
three waiya— to pnina tha roota, to girdle 
the stem or bend the branches. Every 
text boolc of this country, of England, 
France or Germany, teaches that to carb 
the riotous fruit tree that is expending 
its vigor in malcinit wood rather than 
producing fruit, let the branches be 
sharply sprung downward and tied, ao 
that the impeded circulation will de- 
velop fruit buds rather than wood bud
